I c e rt f o r C o s t * . 
From New York Tribune. 
Each Winter's experience convinces me of 
the great superiority of early cut bay for feed­ 
ing stock, esj*ecially milch cows. 
It is my 
own practice to commence haying ateut the 
20th of June, cutting clover first, onJ en­ 
deavoring, if |K>ssible, to secure all the hay 
before harvesting grain. 
Being compelled to 
buy a few tons of bay every Winter, I can 
see, to my great annoy alice, the difierence be­ 
tween it and that raised upon my own farm. 
The butter turns several shades lighter in col­ 
or. and It Is only by cutting the hay and mix­ 
ing with roots and meal that the cows can be 
induced to eat it. 
If fed to them uncut, they 
nose it about, interviewing each stem, and 
seem lo say by look and gesture, “ Bad luck 
lo the man that made this hay." 
I ically feel 
ashamed to set it before them, and cannot 
look them square In the eye with a clear con­ 
science. 
Most farmers in this vicinity com­ 
mence haying about the middle of July, be­ 
cause they think hay cut thou weighs heavier 
than if cut earlier. 
This may all be true, and 
where the hay is to be sold at $25 per ton, 
every extra jKMind count#, and that is the rea­ 
son why some farmers prefer to hale their hay, 
as 20 pounds of green oak wood to each bale 
works oft a quantity of cord wood at the same 
price as hay. 
But is it honest to do so ? Aud 
is it honest to leave bay out until it U Utile 
belter tbau sticks because it weighs more ? 
The great scarcity and high price of hay will 
Induce many farmers to cast about for all 
sorts of substitutes, such as straw and bran 
or meal. 
Cattle need a large amouut of 
bulky fooJ, and I bey ought to have It. 
Thor­ 
oughbred stock especially should bare all the 
coarse fodder they will eat, and roots and 
meal by way of condiments. 
A cow with a 
weU tilled paunch, distended to its natural 
size, is a pleasant object to behold; but when 
fed principally upon 
concentrated food, she 
will soon look Uke a race-horse or greyhound. 
Early cut hay, especially clover, is undoubted­ 
ly the best and cheapest food the stock farm­ 
er eau rai.?c.-[ IU. V. S. Bathman, Du f rheas

Mow natter. 


Let no farmer who wishes to raise a luxuri­ 
ant crop of clover ou his thin soils fail to 
bay a few barrels of land plaster and sow on 
It Just as it begins to show on the ground,and 
before the bot days set in. 
The beneficial ac­ 
tion of piaster on clover Is due chiefly to the 
capacity or quality which the plaster has of 
fixing the ammonia brought down from the 
atmosphere by the rains, dews, and mows, 
and thus securing a large supply of nitroge­ 
n ou s food for the growth of clover, 
lf any 
farmer doubts that he will be compensate! for 
this outlay, let him buy but a bushel of pias­ 
ter and sow one strip across bls field, and he 
will find the clover so rank as to look like a 
raised bed or parterre of living green. 
A Wisconsin farmer states that ho sowed 
plaster on a field May 20th, and obtained 
three times more grass on this field than on 
that where it was not sowed. 
He used to 
raise only one ton of hay per acre, and now 


raised, by plaster, two lo three tons per acre; 
always top-dre3s:d it on grass loads. lls also 
states that when plaster was sown on clover, 
the clover all cut and hauled ofl, and the 
ground broken and sowed to oats, every cast 
of the plaster made In sowing it could be 
plainly seen In tho field of onts. 
AUO that 
when plaster was applied to corn in the hill, 
the place of every hUl could be seen In a crop 
of wheat which followed. 
In a drought, dew 
would be found ou the ground where plaster 
has been sown, while all other ground was 
dry and hard.

Each Winter’s experience convinces me of 
the great superiority of early cut hay for feed 
ing stock, especially milch cows. 
It is my 
own practice to commence haying about the 
20th of June, cutting clover flr3t, and en­ 
deavoring, if possible, to secure all the hay 


raised, by piaster, two to three tons per acre; 
always top-dressed it on grass loads. He also 
states that when plaster was sown on clover, 
the clover all cut and hauled ofl, and the 
ground broken and sowed to oats, every cast 
of the plaster made in sowing it could be 
plainly seen in the field of oats. 
Also that 
when plaster was applied to corn in the hill, 
tbe place of every hill could be seen In a crop 
of wheat which fallowed. 
In a drought, dew 
would be fouud on the ground where plaster 
has been sown, while all other ground was 
dry and hard.

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before harvesting grain. 
Being compelled to 
buy a few ton3 of hay every Winter, I can 
see, to my great annoyance, the diflerence be­ 
tween it and that raised upoD my own farm. 
The butter turns several shades lighter in col­ 
or, and it is only by cutting tho hay and mix­ 
ing with roots and meal that the cows can be 
induced to eat it. 
If fed to them uncut, they 
nose it about, interviewing each stem, and 
seem to say by look and gesture, “ Bad luck 
to tbe man that made this bay.” 
I leally feel 
ashamed to set it before them, and cannot 
look them square in the eye with a clear con­ 
science. 
Most farmers in this vicinity com­ 
mence haying about the middle of July, be­ 
cause they think bay cut theu weighs heavier 
than if cut earlier. 
This may all be true, and 
where the hay is to be sold at $25 per ton, 
every extra pound counts, and that is the rea­ 
son why some farmers prefer to bale their bay, 
as 20 pounds of green oak wood to each bale 
works ofl a quantity of cord wood at tbe same 
price as hay. 
But is it honest to do so ? Aud 
is it honest to leave hay out until it is little 
better than sticks because it weighs more ? 
The great scarcity and high price of hay will 
induce many farmers to cast about for all 
sorts of substitutes, such as straw and bran 
or meal. 
Cattle need a large amount of 
bulky food, and they ought to have it. 
Thor­ 
oughbred stock especially should have all the 
coarse fodder they will eat, and roots and 
meal by way of condiments. 
A cow with a 
well tilled paunch, distended to its natural 
size, is a pleasapt object to behold; but when 
fed principally upon concentrated food, she 
will soon look like a race-horse or greyhound. 
Early cut hay, especially clover, is undoubted­ 
ly the best and cheapest food tbe stock farm­ 
er can raise.—[IF. V. S. Beckman, DutcJiess 
Co., x . r .

Let no farmer who wishes to raise a luxuri- 
aut crop of clover ou his thin soils fail to 
buy a few barrels of land plaster and sow on 
it just a3 it begins to show on the ground,and 
before the hot days set in. 
The beneficial ac­ 
tion of plaster on clover Is due chiefly to the 
capacity or quality which tbe plaster has of 
fixing the ammonia brought down from the 
atmosphere by the rains, dew3, and snows, 
and thus securing a large supply of nilroge- 
neous food for tbe growth of clover. If any 
farmer doubts tbat be will be compensated for 
this outlay, let him buy but a bushel of plas 
ter and sow one strip across bis field, and he 
will find the clover so rank as to look like a 
’ raised bed or parterre of living green. 
A Wisconsin farmer states that ho sowed 
plaster on a field May 20th, and obtained 
three times more grass on this field than on 
that where it was not sowed. 
He used to 
raise only one ton of hay per acre, and now

surance taken out in Purists in the nature of an 
indemnity against the damage one may have 
to pay Ids neighbors in case of tire pleading 
from bis premises to theirs. 
But Hie whole 
amount of insurance paid to the companies iii 
Purls is less Hun I* paid by the people of 
Chicago, although Paris is more than four 
times as large ss Chicano, aud buildings aud 
their contents, taken together, worth perhaps 
eight limes as much a* those la Chicago.—

THE RETRENCHMENT FEVER. 
The House committee of investigation on 
the expenditures of the Department of Justice 
have resolved to investigate its transactions 
from the organization of the department. 
The Attorney General has been requested 10 
appear next Wednesday to furnish such infor­ 
mation as will facilitate the investigation, 
which will cover a large range of expendi­ 
tures, involving those of Unite I Slates Mar­ 
shals and others in the execution of the ea- 
forcement law; for contingencies, allowances 
and expenses generally of the judicial sys­ 
tem. 
The committee, which have been exam­ 
ining the heads of departments and chiefs of 
bureaus, have failed to obtain adequate infor­ 
mation from them in the direction of economy 
aud will therefore act upon their own judg­ 
ment with the ascertained facts concerning 
the workings of the public service. 
Although 
but little retrenchment is expected in the civil 
list it is believed Congress will, to some ex­ 
tent, provide more careful methods of expen­ 
diture, especially in the Treasury Department, 
in connection with loans and printing of notes 
aud securities.

R u t l a n d , Feb. 8.—The rear car of train 
Number 6 on the Rensselaer & Saratoga Rail­ 
road, leaving Whitehall at 4:10 P. M. yester­ 
day, wa3 thrown from tho track one mile south 
of Fort Ann. 
The car went into the ditch 
and burned up in tweuty minutes. 
Five pass­ 
engers were in the car when it ran off. 
One 
was killed, two hnrt badly and one hurt slight­ 
ly. 
All live were taken from the burning car 
throug 1 the top of the door before the fire 
reached them. The uame of the person killed 
was Samuel Cranston, a contractor on tho 
Nev York & Canada Railroad, who resided in 
Cohoes, N. Y. 
The names of the injured are

A G overn m en t E m p loyee Absconds. 
Richmond, Va., Feb. 8.—John C. Henroy, 
chief clerk in the United States Reveuuo Offi­ 
ce, Lynchburg, has absconded with a large 
amouut of money. 
Twenty thousand dollars 
was found secreted in a drawer which he 
failed to take with him. 
It is estimated bo 
carried off $100,900. 
^Ile had the implicit 
confidence of tho colloctor and did all his 
banking business. 


A F ire -P ro o f C ity. 
Paris is substantially fire-proof without the 
use of iron girders and beams, iron lathing, or 
brick or tile floors, by the adoption of a sim­ 
ple principle of construction, which is, that 
there shall be no air spaces left between floors, 
or between the plaster oi walls und the stud­ 
ding or wall itself; that the roof must be cov­ 
ered with tile, slate or metal. 
There is not 
such an iucendiary thing as a wooden or tar- 
aud-gravcl roof in Paris, and, for aught I 
kuow,iu all France. The spaces between floors 
must be filled with cement or plaster-of-Paris, 
which is here cheap aud abundant, and the 
wooden floors must rest close down on this 
cement so that, in case of a fire, there is 110 
air-space under the floors. 
The spaces be­ 
tween the studding in partition-vvalls are 
also carefully filled up with cement, and 
against it the plaster is placed, so that there 
is no chance for lire to get between them, 
lo 
rush up from one story to another, or to flv 
along between floors. 
When a fire breaks

buildings. 
The other precaution is intended 
to prevent carelessness and incendiarism, so 
common in American ciiio3. If a fire, no mat­ 
ter how it may happen, does any damage to 
any other person lie has full recourse at law, 
for all his damages and costs, against the pe - 
son in whose premises the tire broke our. 
This simple rule oí equity and right makes 
everybody watchful and careful of fire.

gross carelessness everywhere witnessed in 
American 
cities 
is 
never 
seen 
in 
Paris or France. 
It don’t pay here for 
a man to set lire to his stock of goods 
iu 
order 
to 
get a 
high insurance; 
nor for a landlord who has an idle tenement 
on his bands, or bad tenants, lo tire bis prem­ 
ises for the sake of realizing on his policy of 
insurance; nor has any one an object in ef­ 
fecting large insurance. 
Indeed the chief in 
surauce taken out in Paris is in the nature of an 
indemnity against the damage one may have 
to pay his neighbors in case of tire preadiu 
from his premises to theirs. 
But the whole 
amount of insurance paid to the companies in 
Paris is less Hum is paid by the people of 
Chicago, although Paris is more than four 
times as large as Chicago, and buildings :tud 
their contents, taken together, worth perhaps 
eight times as much as those in Chicago.—

The C orporation Counsel reported as follows 
in relation to cases of erroneous assessm ent 
referred to him : 
To the Common Council of tue City of 
Kingston: —I respectfully m ake the following 
report in relation to the* several applications 
to the Common Council to correct the city tax 
oil and to rem it or refund taxea alleged to be 
roneous or illegal, referred to ra9 for my 
opinion: 
A lbert M aulerstock produces the affidavit 
of the Assessors show ing th at the full valua 
lion of his property on ¡Spring street was six 
hundred dollars, th at they allowed him a mill 
try exem ption of one thousand dollars and 
that an error was made iu extending the tax 
roll, so th a t he is erroneously assessed on 
aluation of six hundred dollars, whereas he 
hould not have been assessed for any sum 
laiever. 
Mr. 
M auterstock duly appeared 
before the A ssessors ut the proper tim e and 
hey ituen led to exem pt him aud understood 
that they bad done so 011 the tux roll. 
An in­ 
jection of the tax roll shows th a t his nam e 
is followed by the words “ exem pt $ 1 ,000” and 
then in the appropriate column is inserted the 
valuation 
“ $GOO.” 
It is the duty of the 
Assessor in preparing the assessm ent roll to 
usert iu the third columu the fu ll value of 
the land, and when, subsequently application 
is m ade for a reduction, to fix the value a t 
ucb sum as they may deem just. 
This sum, 
if they allow an exem ption, is obviously the 
full value dim inished by the exem ption, and 
therefore the corrected roll should show or 
late in the proper column the reduced valu- 
itiou and the tax should be extended accord­ 
ingly. 
Hence the person who extended the 
tax was justified in assum ing th at the full 
value was $1600 and th at Ihe $600 was the 
aluation after allow ing the $ 1,000 exem p­ 
tion. 
The affidavit of the Assessors shows 
m at they intended otherw ise and hence th at 
there is an error in the tax roll. 
H ad this 
error been discovered before the tax was ex- 
tendel, the Common Council could have cor- 
ected it, but it is too late to do so now and I 
un of opinion that the Common Council has 
no lawful authority to rem it or refund tb s tax, 
and th a t Mr. M auterstock’s only rem edy ¡3 10 
apply on due notice to the County Judge for an 
order com pelling the Board of Supervisors to 
refund the tax, under the statute providing 
for such cases. 
The case of Jam es Burns Í3 sim ilar in its 
facts and is covered by the foregoing opinion. 
The Common Council cannot lawfully help 
him, but he can resort to the rem edy above 
indicated. 
In the ca3C cf Edw ard Butler, hi* affidavit 
is upon unsupported inform atiou and belief, 
and 
is 
not a sufficient basis of action. 
But 
assum ing 
the 
supposed 
facts to be 
true, his lot was intended to be valued at $25, 
which by m istake was increased to $250. 
As in the preceding cases, it is too late for 
the Common council to correct the error and 
Mr. Butler should seek redress through the 
County Judge and Board of Supervisors 
My duty com pelling m s thus far to give an 
ooinion adverse to every application referred 
to me, I am glad 10 find an instance in which 
I can advise the giving of partial relief. 
Mi­ 
chael Powers was in 1872 assessed for the 
O’Reilly property, valued a t $350, on which a 
tax of $25.10 w as collected from him. 
H e 
never owned nor occupied the property. 
As 
to th a t property, the Assessors had no juris­ 
diction to tax him. 
A tax title m ade under 
said tax would have been void and worthless. 
Perhaps his claim m ight be defeated on tech­ 
nical grounds, but I do not feel bound to 
seek for them. 
The proper use of technicali­ 
ties is In aid of justice or in aid of the public 
interests—not to defeat them. As to th at p a rt 
of the tax collected by the city and paid over 
for state or county purposes, Mr. Powers 
should avail himself of the remedy above men­ 
tioned—the city is not legally or morally 
bound to repay him ; but as to th a t part of 
the tax which was collected for city purposes, 
I think the city may lawfully refund it. 
I re­ 
spectfully protest, however, against the use of 
this opinion as in any wise sanctioning any 
repaym ent of taxes by the Common Council 
in any case not precisely sim ilar. 
Otherwise 
the precedent of relieving Mr. Pow ers would 
lead to evils greater than the injustice sought 
to be corrected. 
If new cases arise, let them 
stand or fall ou their own merits. 
All of which is respectfully subm itted.
